Ten per cent, of the deaths in the 


United Slates result from pneumonia. 
It is estimated that during the past 30 
days this rate has been doubled In 
some sections. Tuberculosis an<i heart 
disease, each causing one-ninth of all 
fatalities, are the only diseases which 
outrank pneumonia among the legion 
of the men of. death, but in certain 
cities pneumonia is steadily Increasing 
and even has surpassed the mortality 
from tuberculosis. 
Seventy per cent. 


of all cases occur between December 
and May. 
It is distinctly a cold- 
weather infection, seemingly brought 
by wintry blasts.' but especially prev- 
alent during the winter season -only 
because its victims ara rendered more 
susceptible at, that time by exposure, 
debilitating influences and the presence 
of predisposed infections. 


Pneumonia principally affects those- 


at the extremes of life, but no age 
is exempt. It is invariably a germ 
disease. 
The predisposing and excit- 


ing organisms are so numerous that 
it would he futile to attempt their 
enumeration. Many of them are con- 
stantly present in 
the 
mouths and 


throats of healthy .persons, and it Is 
only through the aid which we un- 
wittingly extend to them that they 
are transformed from harmless organ- 
isms to one of man's most powerful 
enemies. 


The presence of other diseases Is the 


great predisposing cause of pneumo- 
nia. 
They prepare the soil for inva- 


sion. Holding first rank in this cate- 
gory is influenza; the -increased inci- 
dence of pneumonia at this time being 
'largely due to the present epidemic of

While the foregoing facts constitute 


in part our knowledge of the reasons 
for the widespread dissemination of 
an infection which carries with it a 
mortality of from 10 to 30 per cent.,

Thorp, are problems connected with 
immunity, predisposition and the oc- 
currence of epidemics which are yet 
to be solved. It is known that pneu- 
monia frequently attacks those, who 
are perfectly well, and who appar- 
ently have observed every hygienic 
rule. Whether this is due to the in- 
creased virulence of the organism or 
to other causes is unexplained. It is. 
however, recognized that avoidance of 
the factors so briefly enumerated will 
in large part diminish Individual sus- 
ceptibility and therefore the incidence 
of the dscase.

The silicate is soluble In water and 
when eggs are Immersed in it, the 
chemical action between the silicate 
and the shell of the egg seals all the 
tiny pores of the shell, thus making 
It airtight. 
The preparation is in- 


expensive and the eggs keep Indeflnlt- 
ly. 
When used they cannot be dis- 


tinguished from newly laid eggs and 
may be used In the same manner. One 
precaution must be observed In boil- 
ing the preserved 
eggs.

hole must be made in the shell, as 
the contents expand when heated, and 
unless given a little vent, the tigs 
will burst. 
A pin-hole is sufficient.

SHORTAGE OF WORKERS 
: It tha mill .officials ,ot , Lowell, are 
worrying about a possible shortage of 
help during the summer anil fall, it 
does not appear on the surface, but 
the fact is openly stated in Fall River 
and New Bedford. The New Bedford 
board of trade1 has held a meeting to 
discuss the matter and the need 
of 


more cotton mill operatives in that 
city is plainly revealed. 
Among the 


other suggestions made was that the 
city of New Bedford should advertise 
its attractiveness 'abroad, and possibly 
there may be some effort to reach mill 
operatives in this city. Lowell mills 
should guard against this eventually, 
though it is encouraging to recall that 


cities where the. main industry is the 
making of shoes, has had its share of 
Industrial trouble, one of 
the 
main 


causes being the friction between the 
unions and the makers of cheap shoes. 
As a. result the shops that made the 
cheaper shoes have expressed 
their 


intention of going elsewhere. One of 
the prominent union officials 
thinks 


this could he averted, and we are in- 
clined to agree with him. There is a 
great • market In other sections for 
cheap shoes, and they will have to be 
made somewhere. 
With mutual tol- 


eration, then, all concerned could get 
together and decide on 
some pol- 


icy of fair play that would enable the 
maker of expensive shoes 
aitd 
the 


maker of cheap shoes to operate side 
by side. There is another side to the 
question—the foolishness of 
a. city's 


being entirely dependent on one in- 
dustry. The more diversified a city's 
interests, the less chance for a crip- 
pling labor controversy.

LONDON. May S.—John Redmond,

Mr. Asquith replied that from the 


very first Mr. Redmond had been urg- 
ing upon the government arguments 
which had not fallen on unwilling ears 
in favor of cieniency for the rank and 
file. Mr. Asquith h^d to say that Gen. 
Maxwell had been in direct personal 
communication with the cabinet 
on 


the subject. 'He had great confidence, 
the premier said, in the general's dis- 
cretion.' Gen. Maxwell's 
instructions, 


which conformed to his own, judg- 
ment, were to sanction the Infliction 
of the extreme penalty as sparingly 
as possible, and only in the case of 
responsible persons'guilty in the first 
degree. 


Mr. Asquith said no one was more 


anxious than the members of the- gov- 
ernment or Gen. Maxwell himself that 
these cases should be confined within 
the narrowest limits and that execu- 
tions should cease as soon as possible.

her, proved unsuccessful. 
The destroyers, it was said, pursued 


the Venezia, hut the French steam- 
ship left them far behind, not sighting 
nor hearing from them on the remain- 
der of the voyage It was said 
the 


raiders probably were 
merchantmen 


which had been cpnverted into auxil- 
iary cruisers. One carried two fun- 
nels and the other one funnel. 


The Venezia was aided in making 


her escape, according to the story, by 
the fact that she-was in ballast and 
therefore able to make more speed. 
Formerly the Venezia was a passen- 
ger-carrying vessel; but since the war 
she has been .converted into a freight 
ship. ; 


PNEUMONIA 
RESPONSIBLE 
FOR 


10 I'Ell CENT OF DEATHS IX THE 


UNITED STATES 


In the March public health bulletin 


published by the state department of 
health there appears ihe following ar- 
ticle on pneumonia: 


Ten per cent, of the deaths in the 


United States result from pneumonia. 
It Is estimated ihat during the past 30 
days this rate has been doubled in 
some sections. Tuberculosis and heart 
disease, each causing one-ninth o£ all 
fatalities, are the only diseases which 
outrank pneumonia among the legion 
of the men of death, hut in certain 
cities pneumonia is steadily increasing 
and even has surpassed the mortality 
from tuberculosis. 
Seventy per cent, 


of all cases occur between December 
and May. 
It 
Is distinctly a cbld- 


xveather infection, seemingly brought 
by wintry blasts, but especially prev- 
alent during the winter season only 
because its victims are- rendered more 
susceptible at that time by exposure, 
debilitating influences and the presence 
of predisposed infections. - 


Pneumonia principally affects those 


at the extremes of life, but no age 
Is exempt. 
It is invariably a germ' 


disease. 
The predisposing and excit- 


ing organisms are so numerous that 
it would he futile to attempt their 
enumeration. 
Many of them are con- 


stantly present in the 
mouths and 


throats 'of healthy'persons, and it is 
only through the aid which we un- 
wittingly extend to them that they 
are. transformed from harmless organ- 
Isms to one of man's most powerful 
enemies. 


The presence of other diseases is the 


great predisposing cause of pneumo- 
nia. 
They prepare the soil for inva- 


sion. Holding first rank in this cate- 
gory Is -influenza, the- increased Inci- 
dence of pneumonia at this time being 
largely due.to the present epidemic of 
a

The acute 
contagious diseases of childhood, more 
especially measles, and whooping cough 
frequently prepare the way for pneu- 
monia. Any one who through neglect 
or carelessness permits the spread of 
these infections is therefore open to 
the severest condemnation. 
Exhaust- 


ing disease of whatever nature is of- 
ten sufficient to so reduce our resis- 
tance that we are unable to cope writh 
organisms which should be easily over- 
come, and hence predisposes to the in- 
fection. • 


Street Cars and Theatres 


Debility, either temporary or chronic, 


developing from 
any cause, increases 


susceptibility. Because of this the dis- 
ease most often attacks those at the 
extremes of life. 
Among debilitating 


influences must be mentioned colrl, ex- 
posure to penetrating winds and; the 
chilling of the body surfaces as a re- 
sult of wetting. 
The combination of 


lack of food and fatigue proves par- 
ticularly disastrous during the winter 
season, and is a condition to be avoid- 
ed whenever possible. 
Bad housing, 


mental or physical 
harassment and 


overwork are alike the advance agents 
of the 
infection. 
Overcrowding 
in 


street cars.r theatres and other public 
places is unquestionably in part re- 
sponsible for the spread of pneumonia 
in cities,-as far greater opportunity is 
thus offered for the dissemination of 
the predisposing diseases through in-j 
discriminate coughing and other means 
of droplet infection, as well as "thiS 
directly injurious effects .'which Inevit- 
ably result from exposure to such en- 
vironment. 
The overheating o£ rooms 


is also seemingly harmful. Promiscu- 
ous expectoration may he. and prob- 
ably is, A factor In infection, and con- 
sequently should be avoided by every 
citizen. 
A remaining most important 


agent should be 
mentioned—alcohol. 


It is in truth the handmaiden of pneu- 
monia, and there is none more certain 
or more sure of success, especially If 
liberally and continuously used. 


While the foregoing facts constitute 


in part our knowledge of the reasons 
for the widespread dissemination of 
an Infection which carries with it a 
mortality of from 10 to 30 per cent, 
it should be 
remembered 
that our 


scientific data are not yet complete. 
There are problems connected 
with 


immunity, predisposition and the oc- 
currence of epidemics which are yet 
to be solved. It is known that pneu- 
monia frequently attacks those who 


re perfectly well, and who appar- 
ntly have observed every hygienic 
ule. 
Whether this is due to the in- 


reased virulence of the organism -or 
o other causes Is unexplained. 
It is. 


owever, recognized that avoidance of 
ha factors so briefly enumerated will 
n large p.irt diminish individual sus- 
eptibillty and therefore the Incidence 
f the dsease.

ods of preserving eggs, but the one 
best way" easily accessible to all is by 
means of sodium silicate, or, to give 
Its more popular name, "water glass." 
The silicate Is soluble In water and 
when eggs are Immersed In It, the 
chemical action between the silicate 
and the shell of the egg seals all tho 
tiny pores of the shell, thus making 
It airtight. 
The preparation Is in- 


expensive and the eggs keep Indefinit- 
ly. 
When used they cannot be dis- 


tinguished from newly laid eggs and 
may be used in the same manner. One 
precaution must be observed In boll- 
Ing the preserved 
eggs. 
A 
tiny 


hole must be made In the shell, as 
the contents expand when heated, and 
unless given - a little vent, tho egg 
will burst. 
A pin-hole is sufficient.

REAL INDIANS 


WASHINGTON-. D. C.. May S.-There 
are more Indians living today within 
the 
territory .originally 
comprising 


Mexico than ever existed at any one 
time in all the rest of the western hem- 
isphere combined, according to a bulle- 
tin issued by the National Geographic 
society of Washington. 


"Of the 15,000,000 inhabitants of Mex- 
ico fully 38 per cent are pure Indians, 
and 4S per cent of mixed blooci only 15 
per -cent being whites," continues the 
bulletin. 


•These six million Indians, many of 


whom are descendants of that wonder- 
ful race, the Aztecs, are divided into 
many linguistic families and tribes, tht 
numbers 
varying according to the 


standards of differentiation adopted by 
each cnthonologisl. 
Some 
authorities 


viroup them Into H families, with 51 
languages and 60 dialects, while others 
make 16 family divisions, sub-divided 
into 132 tribes. 


"The degrees of civilization to 
be 


found among the many tribes are aston- 
ishing, ranging from the abject Seri In- 
dians of Sonora. as pitiably undeveloped 
rs the Indians of Terra del 1'uego, to 
'he highly developed and splenJid speci- 
mens of manhood found among the 
N'ahuat! and Maya tribes. 


"The finest examples of 
abroigtnal 


civilization on the North American con- 
tinent were to be found in tlie neigh- 
borhood of the present City ot Mexico, 
with tho possible exception of chat pre- 
historic race of temple builders whose 
ruins dot the Yucatan peninsula. It 
was on the site of the capital that the 
Toltecs letf tlielr Imprint from 650 A. D. 
lo the 12th century when the Chichl- 
tnecs, a ctuilvr tribe, replaced them, not 


by conquest but because 
the Toltecs 


died out, some antiquarians attributing 
their gradual disappearance to the rav- 
ages of pulque, the Insidious diink that 
has ever been the curse of that country. 


"Then came the highly civilized Acol- 


ruas, and a few years later, before the 
opening of the 13th century, the Aztec 
began to pour In, leaving in their wake, 
ns they came up the plateau, the r6; 
markable structures now known as the' 
ruins ot Casas Grandes. They 
built 


Tula, 50 miles north of Mexico City, and 
eventually founded Tenoclititlan. on a 
site selected for them by the sods, ac- 
cording to legend, the sign being, an 
eagle perched on a clump of cacti, with 
a serpent in its talons. 
It is this sign 


which remains today the national em 
blem, appearing both on tiie coins and 
on the flag of Mexico. 
"One oi the most Interesting legends 


about the tribes from which the Indians 
of today are descended Is that recorded 
of the Colhaus, who are 
supposed 
to 


have enslaved the Aztecs during the lat- 
ler's migratory march up Ihe plateau. 
Tho conquerors soon released their ene- 
mies because they were horrified at tho 
Aztecs' custom of offering human sacri- 
fices to their gods. 
"It was largely to the co-operation of

Indians of Mexico are a quiet, some- 
what melancholy people. Even on holi- 
days, of'which there are 131 on tho 
Mexican calendar, they move silently 


ong the crowds, the-men-oither- bare- 


footed or wearing woven sandals, their 
shoulders covered with their striped 
F.irapes. and the women 
with 
their 


dingy blue rehosas wrapped about them. 
In attire the young girls, like the chil- 
dren of Holland, are miniature replicas 
of their mothers. 
'The pure blooded Indian of the re- 


mote regions untouched'by "civilization 
is more .frequently. .Uxan .oth.erw.lse, .a 
rtalwart individual of upright charac- 
ter, moral,- honost ami loyal. One • of 
the finest examples of his 
race 
was 


I-tenito Juarez, a member of the Kapoto- 
oas tribe of Oaxaca. 
He was by turns 


a shepherd, a student of divinity, gov- 
ernor of Oaxaca. . minister-oC .iitstice, 
.ind finally president of the republic. 


"Porfirio Diaz, the outstanding- figure 


in Mexican history during the Uat quar- 
ter of the 13th century, was r.iso born 
In Oaxaca and according to his official 
biography was one-fourth Indian, how- 
ever, some genealogists hold lhat tie 
was more nearly three-fourths Indian."

—the names of the several offices and 
the functions of each; how the money 
Is raised to run the government, how 
much it IB, and how it Is spent; and a 
score of other, classes oj 
information 


which as citizens and 
voters they 


should know both for their own ad- 
vantage'and as a means of properly 
performing their civic 
duties. 
The 


busy man, or the half-Indifferent one, 
does not find it a simple matter to 
learn these things, for there is gen- 
erally no one source, or any 
easily 


available ones, from which the infor- 
mation can be obtained. 
We would 


suggest that it should be made the 
duty of the city clerk of every 
city 


to prepare a brief statement of these 
things, publish them In a. form con- 
venient for reference, 
and 
send 


copy 
to' every 
household—possibly 


with the tax bills, to economize trou- 
ble and postage. In several cities cer 
tain officials havo 
voluntarily 
done 


this, but the practice is by no means 
common. What we have in mind Is a 
brief statement, easily read and 
re 


ferrcd to by the least Intelligent, not 
burdened with minor details, and got 
ten up in attractive and 
convenient 


form. It should give a clear statemenl 
of the functions, powers, duties

practices of the various government- 
al bodies, how much they spend each 
year and in what way.
